1 have the honour to submit the following Report of Pro- 
ceedings under the Diseases of Animals Acts for the year 1916. 

I. LEGISLATION. 

Thirteen Orders under the Diseases of Animals Acts were 
issued by the Department in 1916. Only four, however, were 
otherwise than transitory in character. Of these four — all of 
which remained in operation at the close of the year — one 
amended a provision of the Foot and Mouth Disease (Ireland) 
Order of 1900, as to the disinfection in certain cases of persons 
landing at Irish ports; another conferred additional powers on 
Local Authorities in connection with Sheep Dipping; another 
added the Port of Silloth to the list of Ports from which sheep 
may be imported under the Importation (Sheep from Scotland) 
Order; and the fourth modified the previously existing require- 
ment as to providing food and water for animals prior to ship- 
ment. 

II. DISEASES OE ANIMALS.. 

No change was made during the year in the list of diseases 
liable to be dealt with under the Diseases of Animals Acts in 
Ireland— viz. : Cattle Plague, Cattle Pleuro Pneumonia, Foot 
and Mouth Disease, Swine Fever, Anthrax, Sheep Scab, Sheep 
Pox, Glanders or Farcy, Parasitic Mange and Rabies. Of the 
bovine diseases in this list, Anthrax was the only one recorded 
as appearing during the twelve months. Only two isolated 
outbreaks of this malady occurred, and it will” therefore, be 
seen that as regards cattle — the most important factor of the 
live-stock industry — Ireland continued to enjoy an almost com- 
plete immunity from scheduled disease. Neither sheep nor 
swine were affected bv any of the scheduled diseases other than 
those (Sheep Scab and Swine Fever) peculiar to the respective 
species; but, for reasons subsequently mentioned, Swine Fever, 
which has been gaining ground since the commencement of the 
war, showed a progressive increase of prevalence during 1916.' 

It is satisfactory, having regard to the reasonable apprehen- 
sions of an unfavourable effect of the War on the position with 
regard to equine diseases, to record that in 1916 the only ailment 
requiring official attention among horses, asses and mules was 
Parasitic Mange. 
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Eabies, notwithstanding, that circumstances connected with 
the War have increased to some extent the difficulty of main- 
taining safeguards against the intrusion of foreign dogs, happily 
continued non-existent in Ireland during the year. No tase 
of the disease lias occurred in this country since 1903. 

The provisions of the Department's Order relating to the 
slaughter of cattle on account of Tuberculosis, which were 
suspended for reasons of economy in 1915, remained in abey- 
ance during 1916. Bovine Tuberculosis is omitted, therefore, 
from the foregoing list of diseases liable to be dealt with under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts. 

Although for the second year in succession no outbreak of 
Foot and Mouth Disease was confirmed in Ireland, the year 
1916, like the previous year, did not pass 
foot and mouth without the occurrence of one of those inci- 
disease. dents illustrating tlie sudden difficulties with 
which the live-stock trade is liable to be 
confronted through the revival of precautionary arrangements, 
owing to a re-appearance of the disease being believed or supposed 
to have occurred. 

On the 23rd December the Department were officially in- 
formed that Foot and Mouth Disease had been confirmed in 
an animal, considered to be of Irish origin, on premises at 
Balne, Yorkshire, and that the Board of Agriculture and Fish- 
eries had decided not only to impose the customary local restric- 
tions in Great Britain, but to prohibit, pending investigation 
of the suggestion that the disease was of Irish origin , the landing 
in that country, for purposes other than immediate slaughter 
in landing places, of all cattle, sheep and swine from Ireland. 

Moreover, as animals which had come to Great Britain with 
the affected animals were understood, in the first instance, to 
have been distributed through various markets in the North of 
England, the Board considered it advisable also to suspend 
for the time being the holding of all markets within and the 
movement of animals out of an area comprising the counties 
of Northumberland, Cumberland, Westmoreland, Durham, 
Cheshire, Lancashire, York, Derby, Nottingham, Lincoln, Rut- 
land, and part of Stafford; but this • area of restrictions was 
contracted, two days later, to thirty miles radius from the 
infected locality, when the movements of the cattle in question 
were definitely known. On this side of the channel information 
had been at once forthcoming which enabled these animals (193 
in number) to be identified, and an investigation was immediately 
set on foot with a view to ascertaining whether the disease 
was present in any animals with which they had been in contact 
before they left Ireland. At the same time, as the existence 
of foot and mouth disease had been officially confirmed in 
Yorkshire the Department felt bound to take the precautions 
customarily adopted in such circumstances against the spread 
of the disease to this country. Accordingly, the importation of 
ruminants and swine and of hay and straw into Ireland from 
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Great Britain was suspended, and arrangements were made for 
the disinfection at all Irish Ports of drovers, dealers and others 
landing in Ireland after being in contact with animals in Great 
Britain. On 25th December the enquiry which had meanwhile 
been proceeding in Ireland was brought to a conclusion All 
the stock with which the 193 cattle in question had, for from 
ten to twelve days before shipment, been associated,’ had been 
examined, and in none of them was foot and mouth disease 
or any symptom suggestive of the disease, discovered. This 
fact, which in itself appeared to the Department to challenge 
the likelihood of the disease at Balne having been conveyed 
from Ireland, was telegraphed to the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. Other circumstances, however, had already developed 
doubt as to whether the nature of the malady had "in the first 
instance been accurately determined. The Board’s Chief 
Veterinary Officer accordingly visited Balne on 26th December, 
and after examining material and enquiring into the facts of 
the case he was able to advise the Board that the disease present 
there was not foot and mouth disease. On 27th December all 
the restrictions imposed by the Board on account of the supposed 
outbreak were revoked and normal conditions restored with 
regard to shipments of Live Stock from Ireland. It is satis- 
factory to record that on this occasion none of the British Local 
Authorities took independent action in the direction of excluding 
Msh annuals from its district. The Department for their part 
readily accepted the final decision on the case, and at once 
cancelled the special precautions they had taken on its beino- 
officially announced that foot and mouth disease existed in Great 
Britain. The interruption of live stock traffic was of short 
duration, and fortunately occurred at a time when the traffic 
was at a low ebb. Episodes of the kind, of which another 
occurred in 1915, point, however, to the desirability of if 
possible, devising some scientific means of guarding against 
liability to error of diagnosis in cases of suspected 'foot and 
mouth disease. This aspect of the matter is receiving the joint 
attention of the Department and the Board of Agriculture and 
Fisheries. 

Only two outbreaks of Anthrax, both of an isolated character, 
were recorded in Ireland during the twelve 
anthrax. months, the mortality in each case being 
confined to a single animal. 

In reviewing the position with regard to Sheep Scab in 1915, 
it was considered necessary to deprecate any favourable generali- 
sations from the fact that the number of 
sheep scab. outbreaks recorded in that year was con- 
siderably less than in the preceding year. 

It- was pointed out that the figures relating to outbreaks' coming ’ 
under official notice would not justify an optimistic conclusion 
as long as presumptive evidence continued to be forthcoming 
of the existence of unreported outbreaks of the disease ; and 
that the only practicable method of eliminating these sources 
of infection was comprised in the development and enforcement 
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of sheep-dipping generally. In 1916 the Sheep Dipping Orders 
previously in force were strengthened by further Orders designed 
to secure the fullest possible measure of compliance with the 
dipping requirements. By the Sheep Dipping (Appointment 
of Inspectors) Order of 1915, Local Authorities were required 
to appoint Dipping Inspectors to see that the dipping in their 
respective districts was properly carried out ; and by the Sheep 
Dipping (Local Regulations) Order of 1916 additional powers 
were conferred on these bodies enabling them to regulate the 
times, places and conditions of dipping with a view to having 
all dipping done under official supervision. No estimate can 
properly be formed of the success of these measures in the first 
year of their operation, especially as, owing to the War, the 
general conditions have not been favourable to concentrating 
attention on sheep dipping. Statistically, at least, there was, 
in 1916, no apparent improvement, but the contrary, as regards 
the position of the disease. 530 outbreaks of Sheep Scab were 
recorded during that year, as compared with 410 in the pre- 
ceding year. The outbreaks were spread over 37 counties 
(including the five county boroughs) and the number of sheep 
attacked by the disease was 4,325. 

The Dipping record for the year represents, on the whole, 
a fairly satisfactory advance on the preceding year’s figures— 
viz. : —

As already mentioned, the figures with regard to Swine Fever 
in Ireland (Appendix 2, Table 3) show that the disease made 
further headway in 1916, the number of 
swine fever, outbreaks recorded being 59 in excess of the 
number in 1915, which, in turn, was 60 
greater than in 1914. The increase of prevalence was greatest 
in the province of Leinster, where 246 outbreaks occurred as 
compared with 170 in 1915, over one-half occurring in the City 
of Dublin, and over one-half .of the remainder in the County 
of Dublin, outside the city area. The City of Dublin has thus 
maintained the unfavourable prominence it has so long occupied 
in the statistics respecting Swine Fever ; but in the City of 
Belfast, the position of which with regard to the disease 
underwent a somewhat serious relapse in 1915, a considerable 
improvement (represented by a diminution of the number of 
outbreaks from 21 to 7) is to be noted ; while in the City of 
Londonderry, where the disease appeared to have secured a new 
hold in 1915, the number of outbreaks decreased from 6 to 5. 
The position of the province of Ulster, taken as a whole, may 
be said, in 1916, to have returned to the normal; and it is 
satisfactory also to find that Connaught once more enjoyed a 
clear bill of health as far as Swine Fever is concerned. It 
cannot be said, however, that the position of Ireland generally 
with regard to the disease is favourable. The fact that a. 
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considerable increase of outbreaks has coincided with a decrease, 
since the war, of the Veterinary staff employed in connection 
with the disease testifies no doubt to the efficiency of the methods 
which, before the war, had kept the disease within comparatively 
narrow bounds ; but the experience of the past two years, show- 
ing, as it does, that a partial withdrawal of control is followed 
by an immediate revival of the disease’s prevalence, discourages 
the hope of reasonable success by these methods alone, and at 
the same time brings into question the other method of pro- 
cedure which has engaged the attention of veterinarians for 
some considerable time past. The serum treatment of Swine 
Fever has passed the laboratory stage, and is being practised 
under official auspices with an encouraging measure of success 
in Great Britain. It is, therefore, to be regretted that circum- 
stances arising from the War have up to now prevented procedure 
of this nature being adopted as a means of dealing with swine 
fever in this country. It is to be hoped, however, that, as the 
value of the treatment has been now demonstrated in Great 
Britain, and in view of the economy of money and of swine 
life which it seems capable of securing, it may be feasible soon 
to proceed with these means of combating this disease in Ireland. 

As indicated earlier in this report, no outbreaks of Glanders 
occurred in civilian stables in Ireland during the twelve months 
under review. It is a matter for congratu- 
glanders. lation that, notwithstanding the considerable 
— probably unprecedented — movements of 
horses and mules from abroad to this country for military 
purposes during the period of the War, Ireland has m aintain ed 
what of late years has coihe to be its normal position of prac- 
tically complete immunity from this disease. 

It is also satisfactory to record a diminution of the number 
of outbreaks of Parasitic Mange, the only other scheduled 
, disease which has affected equines in Ireland 

parasitic mange, for many years past. In 1916 there were 
only 59 outbreaks of the disease in Ireland, 
as compared with 74 in the preceding year. For the third 
year in succession rather more than half the number of recorded 
outbreaks occurred in the City of Dublin. 

III. EXPORTS OE ANIMALS. 

The figures in Table 11 (Appendix 2) show that under all 
the principal heads, save one, there was a substantial increase 
in the number of animals exported from Ireland during 1916, 
as compared with the previous twelve months, the total net 
increase reaching the high figure of 285,408. 

The total exports of cattle represent the highest exportation 
recorded during any of the past twelve years, excepting 1913 
and 1914, in which years the volume of exportation was influ- 
enced by exceptional circumstances. The number of cattle of 
all classes shipped to Great Britain in 1916 amounted to 890,124, 
an increase of 48,537 as compared with 1915. This increase,

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however it should be remarked, is almost in exact ratio to the 
stock increase,' the shipments in each year being about 18 
uer cent of the total stock of cattle m Ireland as enumerated 
in June of the mine. year. The increase is altogether distributed 
under the heads of fat cattle, stores, and mil.ch cows. The 
increased export of milch cows is especially striking, the number 
8 h ipped-53, 105-being higher than in any year since 1908, 
the earliest year for which separate figures for milch cows and 
snr infers are available, and representing an increase of 8,605 
on the figures for 1915. It is important to note m this con- 
nection that the number of milch cows and springer cattle in 
Ireland had increased by 18,605 between June, 1915, and 
June, 1916. 


Dunne the twelve months of 1916, owing to the operation 
of the Maintenance of Live Stock (Ireland) Orders, which 
prohibit the exportation as well as the slaughter of animals 
m-calf and of sucking calves, the export of “Springer” cattle 
practically ceased, and the export of calves was considerably 
diminished. Only 26 of the former class were, in fact, shipped 
during the year as 'compared with 16,266 in the preceding year, 
while^the export of calves was reduced by over 50 per cent— 
i.c., from 27,609 in 1915 to 13,200 in 1916. The figures rela- 
tive to the exportation of sheep show an increase somewhat 
out of proportion to the increase of stock in 1915-16, 17 per 
cent, of the total number of -sheep in Ireland being shipped 
in 1916, as compared with 13'6 per cent, in 1915. The ship- 
ments in the earlier year were, however, abnormally low, 
whether as compared with previous years, or, relatively, to the 
stock of sheep in the country. The-increase of exports in 1916' 
was fairly equallv divided between sheep intended for slaughter 
and lambs. Tliere was a falling-off in the number of store 
sheep exported as compared with 1915, but exportations under 
this head have fluctuated considerably for a number of years 
past. Swine exports increased from 179,058 head in 1915 to. 
278,381 head in 1916, the comparative increase being constant 
from February onwards. In the month of December the pig 
traffic amounted to 42,903 head, as against 29,555 head in the 
corresponding period of 1915, notwithstanding' an interruption 
of animal traffic, referred to elsewhere in this Report, and the 
fact that during the greater part of the month the exportation 
of breeding sows was prohibited. The great bulk of the year’s 
exports -was, as usual, of swine for slaughter, but the export 
of stores (about 5 per cent, of the total) was slightly more than 
double that of 1915 and nearly ten times greater than that of 
1914. In both these years, however, the export of swine was 
abnormally low. The figures for 1916 represent a return to 
the' average export for the five years to 1913, inclusive. The 
marked increase in the exportation of goats corresponds with 
the increase of the stock of these animals in the country between 
the enumerations of 1915 and 1916. In the former year the 
stock, which had been 299,000 in 1903, had declined to 242,000. 
In 1916 it numbered 293,000 head, an apparently natural increase, 
since importation remained only normal. 
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As was to be anticipated, the figures relating to the export 
of horses, asses and mules show a further considerable decline 
in 1916 from the figures for previous years. During the twelve 
months the number of horses shipped to Great Britain was 6,878, 
less than 40 per cent, of the export in 1915, and only one-fifth 
of the average traffic in normal years; while of asses, the export 
declined to about 10 per cent, of the annual traffic before the 
war. it should be noted also that against the 6,878 horses 
exported, 4,944 were imported during the year. The balance 
of export was thus only 1,934. None of 'these figures, how- 
ever, includes horses for military purposes the property of H.M. 
Government. 

IV. IMPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

The figures with regard to imports of animals during 1916 
show a net increase of 1,216 on those for the preceding year 
There were slightly diminished imports of cattle and horses 
the former declining from 461 to 415, and the latter from 5 170 
to 4,944; but in both cases the figures for 1916 fairly represent 
the normal annual importation. The import of sheep, on the 
other hand, was greater than in any year since 1910, when 
the figures were 37,736. The average annual importation did 
not reach half these figures in the succeeding quinquennial 
period, being greatest in 1915, when the total import of all 
classes of sheep amounted to 18,702, which was 1,480 less than 
in 1916. Noteworthy features of the statistics (Table 15) are 
the considerable decline of fat-sheep imports and the upward 
tendency of store imports. 

V. MAINTENANCE OF LIVE STOCK. 

The following Orders issued by the Department under the 
powers conferred on them by the Maintenance of Live Stock 
Act, 1915, and administered through the Veterinary Branch, 
continued in operation during 1916, viz. .-—The Maintenance 
of Live Stock (Ireland) Order of 1915, forbidding the slaughter 
or exportation of any animal in-calf or in-pig; and the Main- 
tenance of Live Stock (Ireland) Order of 1915, No. 2, prohibiting 
the slaughter and (except in the case of males of certain dairy 
breeds) the exportation of sucking calves. An effect of the 
Order is to be observed in the statistics relating to the exporta- 
tion of “Springer” cattle, of which only 26 were exported 
during the year, and of calves, the exportation of which was 
reduced by one-half. 

The further experience of the working of these Orders during 
the year encourages the belief that they are operating very satis : 
faetorily from the point of view of the necessity for securing a 
stock of cattle sufficient for the country ! s future needs. Exemp- 
tions from the. prohibition of the shipment of animals in-calf 
were granted during the year in respect of 38 such cattle, in 
every case after careful scrutiny of the grounds on which the 
exemption was sought.

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As regards swine, however, the case was different. Towards 
the end of the year it was found that good reason existed for 
tne enu ui J _• . k ree( w requirements. Influenced bv 

E? g to a scarcity of°animal-feeding stuffs and by the greatly 
enhanced prices offered for swine for slaughter, swine-owners, 
it was observed, were getting rid of sows that m other circum- 
stances would be kept for breeding purposes. It was considered 
necessary therefore in order to prevent the undue depletion of 
breed n/ stock, that steps should be taken o secure the preser- 
vation of sows that had not passed the profitable breeding stage; 
and an Order with that end in view was issued under the Main- 
tenance of Live Stock Act, and came into force from 19th 

December^ mciusive-Qr^er ^ Maintenance of ^ Live Stock 
(Breeding Sows) (Ireland) Order of 1916) extended to all sows 
in young er having had young the prohibition of the Order 
already in force with regard to the slaughter or exportation of 
Sals “ visibly or obviously ” m-pig. It exempted from the 
general prohibition, however, animals no longer fit for breeding 
purposes^ the slaughter or exportation of which was authorised 

v Licence Up to 31st December, 802 of these Licences were 
“ranted after consideration in each case of such -evidence or 
assurance as the Department considered necessary. In the 
main licences were granted only where the Department were 
satisfied that the animals for which licences were sought had 
been already replaced by other breeding sows. 


VI. TRANSIT OP ANIMALS. 

The duty of enforcing the regulations with regard to the pro- 
tection of animals from suffering during transit by railway received 
a full measure of attention in 1916. The amount of live stock 
traffic was considerably greater than in the previous year, as 
mav be judged from the fact that the number of animals of 
all classes sent for exportation exceeded the number sent forward 
in 1915 by nearly 300,000. In the circumstances, and con- 
sidering tlie vigilant attention paid by the Department’s Transit 
Inspectors to conditions affecting the Traffic on railways and 
otherwise, it is satisfactory to be in a position to say that few 
causes of complaint— and these unimportant— came under notice. 

In the course of their duties the Inspectors attended 311 
fairs during the year, and closely inspected the animal transit 
arrangements at 329 railway stations in connection with these 
fail’s. They also inspected the transit arrangements at 305 
railway stations on occasions other than fair days. In addition, 
they paid 220 visits to premises used as cattle and swine lairs, 
'besides making upwards of 300 other inspections and enquiries. 

The customary close supervision was -exercised during the 
year by the Department’s staff of Veterinary Inspectors and 
Ship Inspectors at the ports of landing and shipment with the 
object of securing the humane treatment of animals in the process 
of embarkation and debarkation. Notwithstanding that traffic 
through the ports was naturally affected to some extent by the 
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abnormal conditions affecting sea-borne trade generally, this 
duty of supervision, as well as that arising out of the regulations 
with regard to disease, was carried out with efficiency. An 
amendment of the regulations with regard to the provision of 
food and water at shipping places, which came into force from 
1st September, permitted the Portal Veterinary Inspectors to 
make exemption from the standing requirement in regard to 
food in respect of animals moved by road to the inspection yard- 
from contiguous grazing lands, etc., provided the animals were 
properly fed at a reasonable interval before shipment. The 

concession thus afforded, as far as can be judged from the 
limited experience of the arrangement, appears to have worked 
satisfactorily. It is to be regretted, however, that a number 
of the inspection yards at the ports continue to be unprovided 
with proper means of securing that the food ration required 
shall be given to the animals in a satisfactory manner. A 
reform in this respect is very necessary. 

Upwards of one and three-quarter millions of animals were 
presented for shipment and for examination by the Veterinary 
Inspectors . as to their freedom from contagious disease and fit- 
ness for transit. 

Casualties to live stock in transit by sea represented a very 
small proportion of the animals shipped, considering the ordinary 
weather risks, and the other sea risks arising from a state of war.
